This board 
of directors, elected from the m em ber­ 
ship of the organization, governs the 
actions of the secretary and all m at­ 
ters are referred to the board before 
it is presented to th e Cham ber as a 
whole.

What the Chamber of Commerce 
Means to Gettysburg 


(A N EDITORIAL) 
With sixty representative business men of Gettysburg and vicinity 
sufficiently interested in the future development of the community to 
attend a meeting and hear from expert authority the advantages to be 
gained through enlarged Chamber of Commerce activity, it is certain 
that G ettysburg’s growth is not to be neglected. 
As speakers at the smoker Monday night emphasized, nothing can 
be accomplished in this respect without men and money. 
And with 
the man-power aroused to the needs of the community and today launch­ 
ing upon an intensive campaign of three days to get the money through 
small individual subscriptions, with excellent results reported so far, 
the program for the future is nearer actual reality. 
That program, while tentatively adopted by the Board of Directors 
of the local Chamber of Commerce, is flexible and subject to change to 
meet new conditions as they arise. 
New directors and new officers 
to administer the affairs of the trade body are to be elected by the re­ 
organized membership when the campaign is completed. 
And there 
is no doubt but that the directors to be chosen will be men of vision 
and sound business judgment, representing the best in the community. 
They will not represent any particular class or group of business in­ 
terests. 
The tentative program includes a full-tim e organization, with a 
paid secretary. 
This matter will be entirely in the hands of the di­ 
rectors. 
The selection of a secretary as well as the amount to be paid 
him will be solely within the power of the board of directors, as will 
the administration of all affairs of the body. 
These are m atters of de­ 
tail to be worked out later. 
Certainly, we all have confidence enough 
in any men elected by the membership as a whole to trust them with 
handling what ever contribution we might make in the way of member­ 
ship dues to carry on this important work. 
This much is certain, the reorganized Chamber of Commerce will 
be distinctly a community enterprise, democratic in its personnel, defi­ 
nite in itA scope of action,— an organized voice through which the citi­ 
zenship as a whole may express itself in solving the problems which 
confront Gettysburg. 
The whole plan, briefly stated, merely calls for enlargem ent of the 
membership of the Gettysburg Chamber of Commerce whereby personal 
service of its members and adequate finances will be assured. 
The de­ 
tails of administration will be up to the directors, who can be counted 
upon to express the sentim ents of the membership as a whole in mat­ 
ters of policy and action. 
That every citizen of (iettysburg ought to be perfectly willing 
to exert his or her individual effort and influence to make this com­ 
munity t better place in whirh to live and do business goes without 
saying. 
And if in this one instance alone,— if we can succeed in di­ 
verting one-third of the money that is sent out anually from the im­ 
mediate trading area of Gettysburg to mail order houses in New York 
and Chicago, every individual business man of the town will realize a 
profit at least ten times the amount of his investment in memberships 
in the Chamber of Commerce at this time. 
How much greater the scope of activity, how much more decisive 
the results obtainable, if the cumulative effect of our individual effort 
be combined in an active organization which has the everlasting good 
of Gettysburg and the rural and agricultural community 
at 
heart 
Individual action will not, cannot carry nearly the weight in reaching 
a solution as will the organized effort of right-thinking representative 
citizens acting as a whole.

Auker, New Oxford druggist, have 
received from the state department 
of health supplies of tetanus anti­ 
toxin as part of state wide prepara­ 
tions for the “old-fashioned” Fourth 
of July celebration. 
While there is expected to be no 
fireworks display of any kind in Ad­ 
ams county on the 
Fourth, 
as 
re­ 
quested by county and municipal au­ 
thorities, the antitoxin has been sent 
here for use in possible emergency. 
Premature Independence Day cele­ 
brations have already taken an un­ 
usually large number of victims that 
Dr. Charles IL Miner, health secre­ 
tary, directed that the distribution of 
the antitoxin 
for tetanus be made 
larger than 
for 
several 
preceding 
years. Health authorities, while urg­ 
ing the safe and sane variety of cele­ 
bration, nevertheless are preparing 
for long accident 
lists 
that 
have 
hitherto marred the Fourth of July 
celebrations in the counties where the 
use of fireworks is permitted. 
Available Over State 
The tetanus antitoxin, through the 
action of the health department, is 
made available to every physician 
and hospital in the state. The health 
stations 
which 
have 
received the 
tetanus antitoxin supply have been 
selected with a view’ to making the 
preventive 
serum 
accessible 
with 
the least possible delay to every per­ 
son in the state. The serum is being 
distributed free of charge in the hope 
that it may be 
utilized to 
prevent 
victims of fireworks from contract­ 
ing the dread lockjaw'. 
In sending out the antitoxin, Dr. 
Miner issued an appeal to the phy- 
sk’ians to see that 
the 
preventive 
serum is administered soon after the 
accident. 
That procedure, he stated, 
would prevent an ordinary burn from 
resulting fatally.

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Pioneers in Automotive Field 
Date Ancestors Back to Early 
Residence in Gettysburg, Pa. 


Early Studebakers Locate in Pennsylvania Upon 
Arrival From Rotterdam, Holland; First En­ 
tered Wagon-Building Occupation; Em­ 
igrated to Indiana. 


In a little town in a middle western 
state when horse-less carriages were 
still a matter of Bramble, one of the 
more wealthy citizens of the com­ 
munity hazarded a guess as to the 
future of the new contrivance and 
purchased one of the “things.” 
His 
first experience with his new "play­ 
thing” lasted just ten minutes. 
He 
drove away from his home and a few 
squares from his residence he was 
forced to cross railroad tracks. Ap­ 
proaching the rails he became fright­ 
ened at the shrill notes of a locomo­ 
tive whistle and in his bewilderment 
and puzzled mood his mind reverted 
back to his horse-drawn carriage and, 
instead of applying the brakes, as it 
were, to his horse-less carriage, he 
grasped the horizontal rod that serv­ 
ed as a steering apparatus and, to the 
amusement and fright of interested 
onlookers, jerked back in his seat and 
shouted at his phantom horse, "Whoa 
there, Whoa, I say.” That horse-less 
carriage was a Studebaker, one of 
the first built. 
The history of the Studebaker car 
is one of the most interesting stories 
perhaps of any of the now numerous 
makes of machines and dates hack to 
the year 1736, when the good ship 
Harle 
from 
Rotterdam, 
Holland, 
docked at the port of Philadelphia, 
carrying as passengers members of 
the Studebaker family. 
Located Near Gettysburg 
It is 
significant 
that 
the Stude­ 
baker family should settle in Adams 
county, near Gettysburg, in what is 
now known as Hunterstown. 
This 
first settler, the father of the Stude­ 
baker brothers, was the son of Peter 
•Studebaker, 
Jr., 
blacksmiths 
and 
woodworkers. 
Thus Adums county, scene of the 
famous battle of Gettysburg, with 
its rich and fertile agricultural ad­ 
vantages, iron ore and granite pits, 
colleges, and seminaries, and boast­ 
ing of erne of the m ost beautiful and 
historic National Cemeteries and Na­ 
tional Parks, adds another achieve 
ment to its already long list of ali­ 
ya ntages, the first home of the Stude­ 
baker family in the United States. 
In 1830 John Studebaker bought 
property upon which he erected a 
brick house and a shop in which he 
pursued his trade as a blacksmith 
and wagon maker, and enjoyed a 
reputation 
as a 
conscientious and 
skillful workman. 
About 1835, con­ 
siderable 
emigration 
occurred 
to 
Ohio and the adjoining states. 
John 
Studebaker became affected with the 
western fever and resolved to sell 
out, “go west” and grow up with the 
country. He built a “covered wagon” 
of the Conestoga pattern. 
Four strong horses drew the wagon 
which contained the family, consist­ 
ing of the father, his wife, Rebecca 
Mohler, whom he had married in 
1820, aud six children, two of whom } 
were the boys, Henry and Clem. Two I 
other wagons were loaded with an­ 
vil, tools, utensils, 
and 
household 
go*>ds. 
Their destination was Ash­ 
land, Ohio, where John Studebaker 
purchased property and built a house 
and '-•hop. 
At Ashland three other sons were 
born, John Mohler, Peter Everst, and 
Jacob Franklin, and one daughter, 
Maria, who still resides 
in 
South 
Bend, Indiana, the sole survivor of 
the family. 
Thus the family, equally 
divided, embraced ten children. 
While the father was toiling at the 
forge, his good wife was running the 
spinning wheel, cheerful and happy 
in thus 
providing 
for 
her t family 
fabrics which in that day of hand­ 
made industry were in almost uni­ 
versal use. 
Spirit Of Independence 
When the older boys became of age, 


their father urged upon them the im­ 
portance of getting an independent 
start in life. 
Accordingly Clem and 
Henry departed from home in 1850 
and went overland to South Bend, 
Indiana, where Clem taught school 
for a time and worked at blacksmith­ 
ing for fifty cents a day. 
John M., 
the third brother, soon followed them, 
while Peter E. 
became a merchant 
at Goshen, Indiana, and Jacob F. later 
removed to South Bend. 
The sons 
ultimately brought their parents and 
sisters to reside with them, where the 
father died in 1877. 
Henry and Clem 
“staMished the 
firm of H. & C. Studebaker, 
black­ 
smiths and wagon builders, with a 
capital of $08 and two forges. 
J. M. 
also joined but his venturesome spirit 
enticed him to the gold fields of Cali­ 
fornia, where he resided for a time, 
returning at the request of his broth­ 
ers, who were in financial straits. 
J. M. Studebaker invested $8,000 in 
gold in the Studebaker firm upon his 
return from the Golden West and the 
Studebaker business prospered. The 
other brothers were induced into the 
firm, and soon the Studebaker fame 
spread 
westward 
and 
southward. 
Pioneers making the trip overland in 
covered wagons 
sought only Stude­ 
baker built wagons, because of their 
wide 
reputation 
to 
withstand 
th« 
wear and tear of a five months’ trip 
to the western coast. 
Branch Offices Opened 
As years rolled by and the business 
increased, branch offices were estab­ 
lished in St. Joseph’s, Missouri, lat-r 
at Salt Lake City, San Francisco and 
Portland. 
Kansas 
City, 
Denver, 
Minneapolis, Dallas, New York City 
and other cities were added to th 
branch house list, all brought about 
by the high standard of efficiency in 
the Studebaker plant 
The Civil War 
brought about tremendous volume of 
business from the government to the 
Studebaker plant also. 
Dealers were also 
established in 
foreign countries. 
The 
firm soon 
grew* into one of thp largest manu­ 
facturing 
plants 
of 
horse-drawn 
vehicles in the world. 
It was inevitable with the advent 
of the automobile in the late ItO’s 
that the company should become in­ 
terested in this new vehicle and its 
possible bearing upon its future busi­ 
ness. 
Hence in 1897 
the 
company 
started building and experimenting 
with the “horseless vehicles.” 
In 1902 it actually launched into 


the building of 
electric 
runabouts 
and trucks. 
In 1904 it began build­ 
ing 
gasoline 
propelled automobiles 
and during the next seven years built 
and sold 2,481 passenger 
cars and 
trucks. 
180,000 Cars A Year 
Ini 1911 the Studebaker Corpora­ 
tion -was organized and soon grew in­ 
to a tremendous business, manufac­ 
turing one of the highest grade ma­ 
chines on the market today. 
Great 
automobile plants have since been 
constructed in South 
Bend, Detroit 
and Walkerville, Ontario, with a pres­ 
ent capacity of 180,000 automobiles 
per annum. 
Albert Russel lErskine, President 
of the Studebaker Corporation, and 
affiliated with 
the company 
f S a 
number of years, is deserving of con­ 
siderable credit for the magnificent 
conduct of a large and steadily grow­ 
ing institution. 
Under his guidance, 
the 
Studebaker 
Corporation 
has 
achieved marked success in the auto­ 
motive field and today holds a rank­ 
ing position in a large competitive 
field. 
Thus 
from 
wagon-builders more 
than a century and a half ago, in a
